group  said  salaries  are  still  very 
inadequate,  particularly  for  in¬ 
structors  starting  out  in  teach¬ 
ing. 

The  average  college  instruc¬ 
tor  receives  only  $4J00  a  year, 
the  survey  showed,  which  is  a- 
bout  the  average  of  the  public 
school  classroom  teacher. 

The  median  salary  of  all  fac¬ 
ulty  members  at  small  liberal 
arts  cxdleges  is  only  $4,619  a 
year,  the  NBA  said.  This  is  an 
average  of  $589,  or  13.0  per  cent 
over  the  simlUar  figure  for  1956, 
however.

This 
will  be  dne  to  spiraling  enrol¬ 
ments  which  are  expected  at 
colleges  In  the  near  future.

Many  qualified,  potential 
Baptiat  teachers  for  Baptist  col¬ 
leges  want  to  teach  and  at  the 
same  time  many  Baptiat  col- 
I  leges  are  seeking  qualified  Bap- 
I  list  faculty  mtmbers.  but  too 
often,  neither  group  is  in  con- 
I  tart  with  the  other,  according 
to  Cornett. 

He  said  that  a  personnel  of¬ 
ficer  would  help  these  qualified 
persons  and  Baptist  colleges 
contact  each  other. 

Cornett  reported  that  “one  of 
the  difficulties  (hat  Baptist  col¬ 
leges  are  farii^  now”  is  the

ligion.’'

Barnes  Challenges 
Catholic  Claim 


Dr.  John  E.  Barnes,  Jr.,  pas¬ 
tor.  Main  Street  Church,  Hat¬ 
tiesburg,  recently  preached  a 
sermon  in  his  pulpit  challeng¬ 
ing  the  Roman  Catholic  claim 
that  the  Bible  '  is*  a  Catholic 
book. 

This  claim  appeared  in  a  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  advertisement  in 
the  Hattiesburg  American,  lo¬ 
cal  daily  paper.  Following  the 
preaching  of  the  sermon,  the 
editor  of  the  paper  asked  for  a 
copy  of  the  sermon  and  carried 
it  in  full  as  a  news  article. 

In  his  preface  Dr.  Barnes  gave 
credit  to  the  several  sources 
he  quoted  for  many  of  the  facts 
presented. 

A  condensation  of  the  sermon 
follows: 

Let  us  give  consideration  to 
this  Bible  which  the  Roman 
Church  is  brazen  enough  to  pub- 
liciy  claim  through  the  news¬ 
papers  and  magazines  of  Amer¬ 
ica  to  be  a  Catholic  book. 

Where  did  the  book  we  call 
the  Bible  come  from,  and  who 
gave  It  to  us?  The  answers  afs- 
easy  to  find.  Our  Bible  is  com¬ 
prised  of  two  Testaments,  the 
Old  and  the  New. 

The  Old  Testament  was  pre¬ 
served  for  us  by  the  Hebrew 
people.  The  Hebrew  Bible  is  our 
Old  Testament,  To  them  in  an¬ 
cient  days  were  committed  the 
“oracles  of  God."  Josephus  the 
historian  who  lived  about  the 
time  of  Christ  might  still  say 
of  them  what  he  wrote  over  1. 
800  years  ago.  “After  the  lapse 
of  so  many  centuries  no  one 
among  the  Jews  has  dared  to 
add  to  or  take  away,  or  to  trans¬ 
pose  anything  in  the  sacred 
scriptures.” 

We  would  like  to  raise  a  ques¬ 
tion.  In  what  sense  the  modern 
Roman  Catholic  Church  can  ap¬ 
propriate  as  peculiarly  its  own 
the  Old  Testament  scripture  is  a 
mystery  to  me,  since  when  the 
Old  Testament  was  written, 
there  was  not  a  single  Roman 
Catholic  In  the  world. 

Now  there  remains  the  New 
Testament.  Could  this  book  be 
called  the  Catholic  book’  Does

drastically.  Spring  leads  with  241  meetings  and  fall  with  187. 
Summer  accounts  for  51  and  winter  for  only  28.  More  than 
two-thirds  of  the  churches  have  2  revivals  annually  and  a 
score  have  8.  Of  these  145  have  an  8  day  meeting,  70  have 
only  I  days,  and  10  have  only  3  days.  Longer  meetings  are 
rare  with  only  28  having  10  day  meetings,  18  with  2  weeks, 
none  with  3  weeks. 

ThRd,  the  value  of  revivals  is  generaUy  recognized,  for 
all  have  revivals.  The  relationship  between  baptisms  and 
revivals  is  considered  one  measure:  20  receive  75%  of  all 
baptisms  through  revival  meetings,  94  receive  50%,  113  re¬ 
ceive  25%,  and  44  only  10%. 

Attendance  Down 

Fourth,  revival  attendance  is  generally  disappointing.

Henry  Holcombe, 
outstanding  young  Baptist  prea- 
chM*  of  South  Carolina  and  a 
cavalry  offleer  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War,  hm  been  called  u 
pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  to 
be  organized  here. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Savan¬ 
nah  Baptist  church  is  to  pay 
the  biiiUiant  pulpiteer  the  fab- 
ulou/^jAa»r  of  $2,000  a  year. 
This  wibiseas  would  make  Hol- 
comlw’^m  highest  salaried  Bap¬ 
tist  pastor  in  the  country. 

SeruMn  On  Hecsebaik 

At  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
Holcombe  was  a  captain  of  cav¬ 
alry  during  the  Revolution.  A 
year  later  he  was  converted  and 
began  preaching  almost  imme¬ 
diately.  His  first  sermon  was  de¬ 
livered  from  horseback  to  his 
own  troops. 

A  study  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  soon  led  Holcombe  to  Bap¬ 
tist  views  and  he  rode  twenty 
miles  to  receive  baptism.  His 
zeal  prompted  several  members 
■of  his  own  and  his  wife’s  fam¬ 
ily  to  become  Baptists.  He  was 
ordained  to  the  ministry  in  1785 
at  the  age  of  twenty-three. 

A  Giant 

The  magnetic  personality  and 
commanding  demeanor  which 
made  Holcombe  a  successful 
army  officer  have  proved  use¬ 
ful  in  his  new  calling.  A  giant 
'of  a  man,  six  feet  two  inches 
tall  and  weighing  some  three 
hundred  pounds,  he  wins  the 
respect  of  even  the  roughest 
men. 

In  spite  of  his  powerful  phy¬ 
sique  and  harsh  officer's  back¬ 
ground,  Holcombe  at  the  same 
time  is  gentle  and  compassion 
ate.  He  holds  a  degree  from  Co¬ 
lumbia  College,  South  Carolina, 
and  is  a  profound  thinker  and 
skilled  orator. 

Holcombe  has  been  a  success¬ 
ful  pastor  in  Swth  Carolina  for 
a  number  of  years.  Although  he 
is  not  a  politician,  he  was  a 
memb<>r  of  the  South  Carolina 
convention  which  ratified  the 
Federal  ConstKution  in  1788  by 
an  overwhelming  vote  of  149 
to  73. 

At  thirty  seven,  Holcombe  al¬ 
ready  is  one  of  the  most  respect-

by  a  personal,  intimate,  inward  choice  that  is  made  volun¬ 
tarily  by  each  individual  »- 

There  is  not  only  a  hell  of  awful  suffering  but  also 
a  heaven  of  indescribable  beauty,  glory,  and  joy.  ^ptirts 
belicwe  that  Christ  and  Christ  alone  can  lead  us  into  the 
abundant  life  both  here  and  hereafter. 

As  a  result  of  these  beliefs  Baptists  conduct  aggressive 
programs  of  evangelism  and  missions. 

Because  of  this  consciousness  of  possessing  “good 
news"  that  the  world  must  hear,  we  spoilt  revival  meet¬ 
ings  and  great  simultaneous  soul-winning  crusades;  we 
send  missionaries  out  in  increasing  numbers  across  the 
homeland  and  around  the  earth. 

We  believe  that  all  of  our  teaching,  preaching,  pro¬ 
moting  and  programming  should  be  for  the  purpose  of 
winning  people  to  Christ — first  as  Saviour,  then  as  Lord 
and  Master. 

We  have  some  distance  to  cover,  however,  before  our 
deeds  catch  up  with  our  pronouncements  on  these  matters. 
But  we  are  at  work  on  it;  and  our  record  has  improved  in 
spots. 

In  spite  of  all  the  statistics  involved,  a  careful  study 
of  Baptist  history  reveals  that  this  is  not  our  best  decade 
in  the  spreading  of  the  gospel.  Man  for  man,  we  are  not 
doing  as  well  as  some  of  our  forefathers. 

J.  C.  Oncken,  the  founder  of  modem  Baptist  work 
in  Europe  was  asked.  “How  many  members  have  you  in 
your  churches?”  He  gave  the  number.  “And  how  many 
missionaries?”  “The  same  number.”  he  replied,  “for  with 
us  every  member  is  a  missionary. " 

Our  program  of  Christian  action  is  moulded  and  shaped 
by  what  we  believe.  That  is  true  in  this  outreaching  enter¬ 
prise  of  evangelism/missions.”  The  closer  we  get  to  the 
New  Testament  patterns,  the  more  profoundly  we  sub¬ 
scribe  to  Biblical  truths,  the  greater  impact  our  Baptist 
witness  will  have  on  this  generation.

Some  da^  ago  there  appeared  in  a  prominent  dfiity 
paper.  New  Mexiro,  the  picture  of  an  Indian  named  “Frank 
Taxes  Gun”  (one  of  the  crazy  names  often  attached  to  our 
red  friends)  who  is  president  of  the  Native  American 
Church,  an  organiation  strictly  of  Indian  origin.  The 
leader  is  a  Crow  Indian  from  Montana,  and  the  church's 
moat  notable  aacrament  ia  peyote. 

It  is  positively  unbelievable  that  the  chewing  of  this 
weed,  a  narcotic  in  effect,  would  be  permitted  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Government  But  such  belief  and  practice,  the  civil¬ 
ized  element  of  our  nation  has  been  unable  to  do  anything 
about  it. 

The  group  meeting  in  April  during  the  current  year, 
was  so  large  that  outdoor  meetings  were  required.  It  is 
said  in  the  news  notice  that  approximately  30,000  members 
from  the  Navajo  and  Apache  groups  alone  attended  the 
ceremonies.  News  reports  indicate  that  the  use  of  peyote 
as  practiced  by  the  Native  American  Church  was  dis¬ 
cus^  by  doctors  and  lawyers  attending  the  meet.  It 
seems  that  the  weed  is  ua^  until  it  produces  visions, 
dreams,  etc.  and  that  rationality  is  destroyed  and  that 
moral  senses  deterkuatc  in  the  same  manner  as  if  using 
opium  and  other  similar  drugs. 

Believe  it  or  not,  and  this  is  America.  O  O  H!  How  dor¬ 
mant  mdeed  is  much  of  our  Christianity  today.  We  often 
stand  as  pigmies  before  giant  hoax,  such  as  the  peyote 
users  of  so-called  religious  order.

Friends  Pay  Tribute  To  Rev.  S.  E. 
Nix  Because  Of  Unselfish  Service

Florida  Baptist  Convention 
Southern  Baptists  have  been 
giving  an  average  of  more  than 
a  million  dollars  a  day  for  the 
last  two  years.  More  than  $70 
million  of  this  went  to  missions 
and  benewlences  last  year. 
This  was  $7  million  more  than 
Southern  Baptists  gave  to  all 
causes  in  1943.  So  reports  the 
Research  and  Statistics  Depart 
meat  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board. 

A  major  factor  in  this  In¬ 
crease  is  the  renewed  empha¬ 
sis  on  tithing  and  the  building 
of  church  budgets  since  the 
close  of  World  War  II.  This 
work  must  be  continued. 

A  second  and  more  astound¬ 
ing  contribution  has  been  made 
through  the  use  of  the  Forward 
Program  of  Church  Finance. 


From  every  section  of  the 
Convention  come  the  reports. 
Big  city  churches;’  open  coun¬ 
try  churches;  churches  in  towns 
and  villages  —  siae  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  success  of  the 
program.  From  churches  that 
have  been  using  the  best  meth¬ 
ods  through  the  years  to  church¬ 
es  that  have  never  taken  pled¬ 
ges  or  used  budgets  —  past 
record  has  nothing  to  do  with 
it.  God  led  in  the  development 
of  the  program,  and  God  is  us¬ 
ing  the  program.  ' 

Survey  Made 

A  survey  was  made  in  my 
state  of  the  first  34  churches 
making  reports.  Budgets  for 
these  churches  rose  from  $1,- 
728,641  last  year  to  $2,338,427 
for  this  year,  or  a  33  per  cent 
Increase  in  a  single  year.  The 
amount,  pledged  on  these  bud¬ 
gets  rose  by  92  per  cent.  Tithers 
increased  from  5,118  last  year 
to  10,065  this  year,  or  a  97  per 
cent  increase  in  a  single  year. 
Budgets  are  booming  in  Flor¬ 
ida. 

A  detailed  study  of  the  bud¬ 
gets  of  those  churches  revealed 
that,  of  the  34  churches  report¬ 
ing,  5  more  than  doubled  their 
budget.  21  more  than  doubled 
the  number  of  pledges,  10  more 
than  doubled  the  amount  desig¬ 
nated  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  19  more  than  doubled 
the  number  of  pledges  received, 
and  20  more  than  doubled  the 
number  who  pledged  to  tithe. 
All  this  in  a  single  year. 

Budgets  are  booming,  and 
properly  developed  and  promo¬ 
ted  budgets  are  deeply  spiritual. 
Doubling  the  number  of  tiUiera 
in  a  given  church  will  do  much- 
more  for  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  church  tiran  the  average  re¬ 
vival.  Seeing  world  need  and 
increasing  gifts  to  world  mia- 
sions  will  have  a  tremendous 
spiritual  Impact.  Budgets  are 
booming  and  Baptists  are  being 
bountifully  blesaed.
